> Some of the facts ’lurking to 
the background of our syn¬ 
thetic rubber situation don’t 
lloik good. 

/ Despite this, 
the ; Eisenhow¬ 
er Administra- 
tion continues 
determined to 
turn the rub¬ 
ber factories, 
built at enor¬ 
mous expense 
to the taxpay¬ 
er, over to the 
big rubber and 
oil companies. 

In fact, if Con- mrson 
gress doesn’t act; they automat¬ 
ically are sold on March- 26. 

( Here,are some of the disturb¬ 
ing facts which Congress ought 
to take a careful look at: 
(JLow Stockpile—All Govern¬ 
ment press j releases regarding 
synthetic rubber reserves have 
suddenly stopped. They used to 
be published once a month but 
none since January 20. Reason: 
the ^synthetic rubber reserve 
has dropped alarmingly, 
though >we’re supposed to'keep 
60,000 tons on hand, today we 
have only 38,000 tons, which 
will drop to 28,000 by Apxil '26. 
(the synthetic factories are' to 
be sold on March 26, delivered 
April 26.). 

Little Companies Squeezed— 
the rubber companies ordered 
a total of 61,000 tons of Govern- 
Iment synthetic rubber for 
March, have other orders of 
69,000 tons for April. -Yet the 
factories will produce only 61,» 
000 tons in March and 59,000 in 
ApriL On top of -this, produc¬ 
tion will drop another 45,000 
tons Yearly after the factories 
are sold, because General tire 
apd Rubber hasn't .made a deal 
with the * Government to buy 
the Baytown, Tex., synthetic 
plant. This certain shortage 
means that little companies 
won’t be able to buy after 
April. 

Only 22 tire companies con¬ 
sume 72 percent of all synthet¬ 
ic rubber. Of these, the big four 
alone consume 60 percent But 
there are scores of other com¬ 
panies needing rubber for other 
purposes which may not be 
able to buy it .after April 26. 

Bonanza for Big Business— 
Under the terms of the sale, 
private companies pay Unde 
Sam 260 million dollars for 
the rubber factories"'Mean¬ 
while, the factories are making 
an annual profit averaging 
about 64 million dollars, this 
means that if the United State* 
Government frept jhc plants 


and fan them f for four years, 
it would .make as much profit 
as the purchase price. 

Another way of putting it 
The big boys who are buying 
the factories pay for them out 
of profits. In the end the fac¬ 
tories cost nothing. It’s a good 
deal if.you can get it, and the 
companies will -.have it on 
March 26—unless Congress 
acts. : '

sold, “Uncle Sap” is keeping 
.the mOst expensive to operate— 
at Institute, W. Va. This Jwill 1 
be kept on a stand-by basis) be¬ 
cause private .industry wbn’t 
buy it.

The ponder was a typical flash powder composition * 0n8i ** in 9 
principally of aluminum netal and potassium chlorate* This 
powder upon ignition* when confined, explodes violently* Jt 
was not known if the powder was of foreign origin* The device 
contained a safety fuse which was approximately 3$ inches in 
length and black in color* This fuss ms unlike any > 
manufactured in this country* Xt appeared to be typ*cci of 
Herman construction* Xn order to set the device off, it would 
be necessary to ignite the safety fuse* The device was not > 
equipped with any type of delay mechanism*

In conference; with the: Attorney General, last. Friday}! 
March 25, he informed me the Resident had advised him quite confident*- 
tially that in connection with' CJA. a panel, of outside responsible, perstl 
had been called in for- a. day and briefed, apparently by- General Cl&rk 
and $aybe General Doolittle, as to what they had found concerning- CIA 
and the panel reached the conclusion that CIA was doing satisfactory 
job/ 

The Attorney General stated the President had 
suggested to him- the desirability of; having such, a panel called in 
and then briefed, by the Attorney General and. representatives of the 
Department of Justice on the Employee Security Program, and at the 
end. of the briefing, if the panel saw fit, it might, make a finding that 
the Employee Security Program was being, handled satisfactorily and 
fairly. The Attorney u eneral inquired fes to what I thought of this 
suggestion of the. President. I told him I saw no basic objgcpion 
to it provided there was, great care exercised in the selection of a n 
panel so. as not to bring into it some "crackpots." 

The Attorney General, stated he had. in mind such ' 
men as Cardinal Spellman and. Rabbi Silver of Cleveland. I have asked 
Mr. Tolson to have a memorandum,prepared for me on Rabbi Silver and 1 
also to have suggested to me the. names of other outstanding persons 
who, might be considered, for inclusion on the, panel since it is the. I 
intention of the Attorney General to confer with the Deputy Attorney 
General and myself shortly .about, the. selection of such a panel and 
the setting up of such a briefing. In line with this matter there 
should, of course, be prepared for., me a memorandum which X may use 
if called upon to appear before this briefing. .

On Mar oh 17, 1955, .Supervisor Lish Whitson gave a 
lecture at the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) concerning 
the Bureau's responsibilities. Jurisdiction and general 
objectives in the counterespionage field. The lecture followed 
the outline described in my memorandum of March 14, 1955, and 
was of one hour and thirty minutes duration. Another 45vinutes j.. - 
was 3 pent in answering questions from the audience. Liaison 
Agent Papich joined Supervisor Whits on in the handling of these 

I questions* There were approximately \e mployees in attendance 
consisting of several CIA officials and officers 1 responsible for 
the direction of CIA's counterespionage operations not only at 
headquarters but at various foreign stations. 

The immediate reaction of the CIA officials after the 
lecture was that the lecture was a most constructive presentation. 
its brought out by the type of questions asked, it was quite 
evident that many CIA employees, including officials, have an 
tai&oat unbelievable or distorted conception of Bureau jurisdiction 
and general objectives. This was primarily evidenced inquestions 
asked by people who are not in day-to-day liaison with the Bureau• 
In addition, it was amazing to note that some of those present 
were even ignorant of some CIA jurisdiction. 

Supervisor Whitson discussed several matters which have 
been sources of problems and even conflicts in the past. In each 
instance it was stressed to the CIA audience in detail exactly 
why the Bureau needed certain information and what the CIA could 
do to avoid problems in the future. Throughout the lecture and 
during the question period, it was reiterated several times to 
the audience that when the CIA was transmitting a request or 
was furnishing information which required Bureau action, it was 
of the utmost importance to furnish all possible details . 

When the question period was initiated, it was made 
very clear to all present that Whitson and Papich would’ welcome 
any question whatsoever. In addition, the audience was frankly 
informed that if anyone had any complaints, suggestions or 
recommendations to speak up. Actually, the group was stunned 
and somewhat surprised at this challenge. No complaints were 
made. All of the questions were handled in a courteous and 
tactful fashion but definitely in a very straightforward manner. 
Every point that was explained to phe audience was laid on the 
line free of any evasiveness. At no time was there any animosity

If the impression has been gained by CIA that the 
Bureau is stingy with its information' in such cases, it i3 very 
likely true. We first of all want to be certain that CIA has 
gone on record that the foreign service handling the lead is 
reliable, friendly and cooperative. Secondly, the Bureau will 
definitely not disseminate any information^whatsoever if there 
is any indication that such dissemination might jeopardise the 
security of the country. The Bureau furthermore does not 
desire to .make any information available to a foreign service 
I unless there is some assurance that as much or more information 
will be received in return.
